1. FLORIDA CONFERENCE ASSOC. OF 7TH-DAY ADVENTIST CHURCH  (03-198) 
 
Location:     18900 NW 32 Avenue, Miami Gardens, Florida  (7.56 Acres) 
 
The applicant is requesting special exceptions to permit the expansion of a religious 
facility and an unusual use to permit a day care center, modifications of conditions of 
previously approved resolutions and plans to allow the applicant to submit revised plans 
to expand the religious facility, private school, day care center onto additional property 
to the west, and to increase the number of children and hours of operation.  Also 
requesting approvals to permit accompanying requests, on this site. 
 
 
All persons are entitled to attend and to speak at zoning hearings.  However, the courts 
have ruled that it is improper to contact a Council member individually, either orally or in 
writing, about zoning applications. 
 
Those items not heard prior to the ending time for this meeting, will be deferred to the 
next available zoning hearing meeting date for this Council.
